Barry Brown, New York, New York, 
Director-Cameraman, reports: “Be¬ 
cause of the Eclair camera and the 
transistorized tape recorder, I can 
make films today that I literally could 
not have made one year ago. Films I 
can make for next to no money I 
could not have made two years ago. 

I don’t know if that’s what you are in¬ 
terested in. That’s what I’m interested 
in—not the fact that the camera is 
black or that it’s got a pretty exterior. 

“I am not interested in narrated 
films, in cartoons and that sort of 
thing. I want to make films which are, 
quote, dramatic and organic, with live 
dialogue spoken by nonactors. To do 
that the old way was both expensive 
and clumbersome (that’s my word). 
My films are totally improvised: once 
you do that it means you do not re¬ 
hearse. And if you do not rehearse, 
then you must have a camera in 
which you have absolute confidence, 
where you see exactly what you get. 

“The Eclair is the first and only 
16mm camera that gives you this, and 
that’s what’s exciting about it. We can 
go into a place and before the people 
are aware of it, we’ve made a whole 


half-hour film with two cameras and 
in one day. 

“You see, I’m not trained in this at 
all. I’m an aeronautical engineer from 
MIT. Somehow, I was always inter¬ 
ested in doing something else and 
before I knew it, I was making 
movies. I’ve been doing this now foi 
ten years. 

“Anyway, the way we work with 
the Eclair is with sync sound—no 
sweat. The motor generates a sync 
signal and then you put the sync sig¬ 
nal on the Pilotone. If we work with 
two cameras, we work 60-cycle ac if 
we can. If we can’t work ac and we 
still have to use two cameras, then 
sometimes we use two tape recorders. 

“We work very often with no sync 
signal whatsoever. We are able to 
regulate the speed of the Eclair motor 
running from a nickel-cadmium 
power pack reasonably close to 60 
cycles so that for short takes, we can 
sync up the film and sound by eye. 

“We picked up our Eclair right 
from Paris, number 43, and we shot 
all around Europe with it and then 
we took it back here and we had it 
maybe six months knocking out films 
with it constantly. This camera is a 
fantastic tool: at the end of a day of 
running all over New York, you’ve 
got a film and no broken backs. It 
weighs nothing. Everything we use 
weighs nothing. We pick it all up, 
three guys walk into a place and we 
shoot. We got these quartz lights and 
this new quarter-inch tape, 3M’s 201. 
You can’t miss. 

“The camera is really quiet, you 
never need a blimp. It is as quiet in 
effect as some Mitchells. We have had 
no noise problems with the camera at 
all. 

“To some people, the camera seems 
ungainly. This is because they’re used 
to looking at cameras ‘with ears,’ as 
my little girl says. Actually, the 
camera is as good as it is because the 
factory’s got a bunch of the sharpest, 
nicest young guys you ever saw. It’s 
impossible to get good crackle finish 
and it seems it’s impossible to get 


good castings made in France. Th 
camera’s not going to be anofiv . 
Arriflex. No, it’s not goiiv t > \c. : - 
that kind of workmanship. P\it ' n tk 
other hand, it is a superb instrument. 
The optics on it are just unbelievable. 
It’s got the best registration :-n it I’ve 
ever seen on any 16mm camera. The 
whole concept of the magazines and 
everything is just great. I could go on 
and on. It has got a lousy handgrip 
you know. But apart from that, it’i 
terrific. 

“I can’t say enough about the 
finder: it’s the first camera I have 
used that really works! What’s differ¬ 
ent about the finder? Well, you can 
close it down completely and you can 
still see, even in a darkroom. The 
mirror’s brighter, the path of the light 
is better and it rotates twice as fast, 
so the flicker is less. The finder has 
less optics, the groundglass is nearer, 
it’s got a shorter lightpath, and it’s 
got superior optics. You see the whole 
field with a black line in the middle 
so if there’s a guy with a microphone 
coming into your field, you can see 
him like a foot before he does come 
in and you can wave him back. It’s 
impossible'to lose your action. 

“The focus is fantastic because it is 
clear. Finally, the camera is great for 
hand-held filming because the center 
of gravity is lower, because they have 
the eyepiece in the right place and 
because the camera’s behind your 
head. Naturally, I lean against a wall 
or sit down in a chair or brace myself 
in one way or another when I’m 
shooting. 

“We never focus before we shoot. 
We turn it on and then we focus: it is 
almost instantaneous. It’s like the 
camera is attached to your eyeball. 
You know you got it. 

“So, as you can see, I’m very much 
interested in the Eclair. I don’t think 
that this is the end: I’m not in love 
with the camera. I think that there 
will be a whole new generation of 
cameras in the next five years which 
will, when you look through them, 
extend your eye through the lens.”
